Watson forwarded his resig- 
nation as an alderman of the city, 
the reasons assigned being the muni- 
cipal developments of the last few 
weeks. ; 
Ald. Smith testified to ‘his sincer 
personal regret at seeing Ald. Wat- 
son leave the Council, and referred 
to the splendid service done by him 
while an Alderman, concluding his 
remarks by a request that he with- 
draw his resignation. 

Similar sentiments were expressell 
by Mayor Carswell, Ald. Botterill 
and Ald. Coote, and a motion intro- 
duced by Ald. Coote, seconded by 
Ald. Botterill, that the _ retiring 
Alderman reconsider his resignation, 
was unanimously carried. 

Atd. Watson, who was present. 
stated he was sorry he could not 
carry out the wishes of the Council, 
evidenced in so outspoken a manner, 
but the events of the past weeks he 
considered made his resignation, a 
step which he had considered for 
some time, imperative. Assertions 
had been made by citizens that he 
had made statements in the Couneil | 
biassing other aldermen, and he, 
considered his reputation of greater 
worth than his position as an alder- 
man. 

Mayor Carswell, in reply, com- 
mented that if a man was not big 
enough or honorable enough to make 
any complaints against the alder- 
men in the Council chamber, their 
assertions were unworthy of con- 
sideration. | 

The Council, despite his refusal to 
withdraw his resignation, were re-| 
luetant to let Ald. Watson go and, 
with Ald. Botterill as spokesman, re- 
pudiated as a body any such sugges- 
tron as that Ald. Watson had made 
any statement likely to prejudice 
the opinions of any member of Coun- 
cil, and laid the matter over until 
later in the evening.

Austrian Minister to U.S. 
Not Wanted 


Washington, September 10.—U. S. 
Ambassador Penfield at Vienna has 
been instructed to inform the Austro- 
Hungarian government that Dr. Con- 
stantin Dumba no longer is accept- 
able as an envoy to the United Stat- 
es ‘and to ask for his recall.

outlining plans for handicapping 
plants in this country making war 
supplies for the Allies. 

Ambassador Penfield was instruct- 
ed by cable to deliver the following 
note to the foreign office : 


U. S. NOTE TO AUSTRIA. 


“Mr. Constantin Dumba, the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian ambassador at Wash- 
ington, has admitted that he propos- 
ed to his government plans to insti- 
gate strikes in American manufactur- 
ing plants engaged in the production 
of munit#ons of war. The  infor- 
mation reached this government 
through a copy of a letter of the 
ambassador to his government. The 
bearer was an American citizen namr 
ed Archibald, who was travelling un- 
der an American passport. The am- 
bassador has admitted that he em- 
ployed Archibald to bear official dis- 
patches from him to his government, 

“By reason of the admitted  pur- 
pose and intent of Mr. Dum§a to con- 
spire to cripple legitimate industries 
of the people of the United States 
and to interrupt their legitimate 
trade and by reason of the flagrant 
violation of diplomatic propriety in 
employing an American citizen, pro- 
tected by an American passport, as 
a seeret bearer of official dispatches 
through the Hines of the enemy of

Germans Arrested Hun- 
dreds of Citizens After 
Capture of Warsaw 


PETROGRAD, September 8th, 12; 
noon, via Tuondon, 3.45 p.m.—A_ pro- 
minent Polish lawyer, who made ‘this 
escape from Warsaw after its cap- 
ture by the Germans, made the fol- 
lowing statement today : 

“Two days after the Germans en- 
tered the city more than 400 of the 
most prominent citizens who re- 
mained were arrested without warn- 
ing or interrogation and _ sent to 
Germany. About 700 families were 
deprived of their heads and of know- 
ledge of their whereabouts. 

“Arrests continue daily. The only 
known reason was that the names of 
the victims appeared on a list com- 
piled by informers and sent to Ger- 
many months ago. 

“The Germans 
usual thoroughness. Within» a few 
days after they entered the city, 
three temporary bridges were thrown 
across the Vistula in place of the 
structures blown up by the Russians. 
The electric light, gas and water 
plants were restored and there was 
early evidence of industrial activity. 
A house to house search was made 
and every copper vessel was confis- 
eated. Metal was stripped from any 
places in which it had been left. 

“Articles of cotton and wool were 
gathered similarly from houses and 
shops. 

“Hundreds of men who previously 
had worked in factories, were given 
the choice of internment in Gernvany 
or labor for wages at the Krupp 
works. Every day sees the depart- 
ure of men who prefer foreed labor 
to eompulsory idleness in) Germany 
or work in trenches. 

“Prince Labomirsky, one of War- 
saw’s energetic public men, accepted 
the post as temporary president. of 
the civie and central committee and 
under the German military governor. 
Tle made it clear that he was a 
loyal Russian.”
